HILDEBRAND IN THE SADDLE 

JOCKEY CLUB GRANTS A LICENSE AND HE 
> RIDES AT OAKLAWN. 

Contests With Rad the Bring Cheers From Crowd — 
Chicago Boy Is Fined For Striking 
Jockey Cherry. 



Il«»t SpriiigH. .\rk.. March 9.— At their im>etiiig in 
New York last night, stewards of the Jo<*ke.v Cln1» 
granted jockey Eugene Hildebrand license to ride 
at the tracks under their jurisdiction. Upon re- 
ceipt of this information this morning. Judge Bryan, 
representing the \Vf*stern Jockey Club, instructed 
Secretary Stebbins that the lad would be i»erinitted 
lo rhle at Oaklawn. Accordingly Uildeltrand ac- 
cepted three mounts and appeared in the colors for 
the first time since he was deprived of his license on 
September 23 last. He was given a great ovation 
when he made his appearance on Cottage Maid in 
the parade to the i>ost for the opening race. 

With Hildebrand, Radtke and ^well to try conclu- 
sions, there was increased interest and enthusiasm. 
When Radtke returned Ben Lear winner of the 
o|»ening race a nose in front of Cottage Maid, the 
followers of the Keene jockey made the welkin ring. 

The din eontinue<l for a long time and w’hen aNnit 
to subside, the Hildebrand supiwrters started more 
noise-making. This kept up for a long time. Both 
boys rode splendid races and deserved recognition for 
their merit, but it was overdone by the crowd. 

In the next race another battle royal resulted be- 
tween Hildebrand and Radtke. This time Hilde- 
brand put it all over Radtke. The latter, in his 
anxiety to ride a strong race and again beat out 
*‘Hlldy,” permitted Maxim (Jorky to bore in, ini- 
l»eding Alma’s Pet, for which he was disqualifie<l. 
Radtke was in a sulky mood the remainder of the 
afternoon and became involved in an argument with 
jockey Cherry, whom he struck after the finish of 
the fourth race. The judg^ promptly fined Radtke 
$.*t0 and cautioned him that a repetition of the 
ofTense would mean a lengthy suspension. Radtke 
quit the day with two winners to his credit; Hilde- 
brand one and Sewell none.

FULL TEXT OF KENTUCKY’S RACING BILL. 

Senator Chinn is Positive That the Measure Will 
Become a Law — Effective Immediately. 

Krankfwt, Ky., March 9.— The Chinn Bill will 

I Ik* called up in the lower house of the general as- 
sembly tomorrow. There is now no doubt, says 
.Senator l!hinn, that the measure will become a 
law. The bill as amended and passed by the Senate 
is as follows: 

An act to regulate tlie racing of rumiing hors<‘S 
in the Commonwealth of Kentucky, and to estab- 
lish a State Racing Commission and prescribing 
its iMiwers and duties. 

Bo it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
i'ummon wealth of Kentucky: 

Section 1. A11.V coriK>ration formetl for the pur- 

jKise of racing and breeiling or improving the breeil 
of horses and conducting races and contests of 
s|»eed. shall have the power and right, subject to 
the provisions of this act, to hold one or nioiv 
running ru«*e nu*<‘tings in each year, and to hold, 
maintain and conduct running races at such meet- 
ings, At such meetings the corporation or the 
»»wners of the horses engagc*d in such races, or 
others who are not participants in the racing, may 
contribute purses, prizes, premiums or stakes to 
lie «*ontested for; but no person or persons other 
than the owner or owners of a horse or horses con- 
testing in a race shall have any pecuniary interest 
in a purst*, prize, premium or stake contested for 
ill such a race, or Ik? entitled to, or receive any 
|M»rtion thereof after such race shall have been 
finished; and the whole of su<*h purse, prize, pre- 
mium or stake shall be allotted in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of such race. Such meet- 
ings shall not be held except during the perhsl 
extending from the 1st day of April to the 1st 
day of Dei'emlier, inclusive, in each year. No 
running rai'es are authorized or shall Ik* permitteii 
exi-ept during the [leriod aforesaid, nor except 
lietween sunrise and sunset. 

Sec. 2. A State Racing Commission is hereby 
established, to consist of five {lersons to lie ap- 
pointed by the (Jovernor, three of whom shall lie 
iweeders and raisers of thoroughbred sto<.*k, and 
no two of whom shall be memliers of the same 
racing asscK-lation. The memiters said c*oniinis- 
sion shall hold their otlii.es for a term of four years, 
and the first commission shall Ik* uppointe<l within 
twenty »<lays after this act siiall go into effect. 
.Siicli ('ommission shall appoint a secretary, wlio 
shall serve during its pleasure, whose duty it shall 
1k» to keep a full and faithful re<-ord of its pro- 
ceeiiings, and preserve at its general office all 
iKwks, maps, documents and pa|K*rs intrusteil to 
its <*are, and |K*rforiu such other duties as the com- 
mission may prescribe. He shall Ik? paid a salary, 
to Ik* fixed by the commission at a rate not ex- 
c(*ediug per annum, which shall Ik* paid by 

tlie several racing corfiorations or assoidations, tlie 
amounts lo be paid by eacli to Ik* ai>portioiUKl by 
tlie commission, which shall on or liefore the 1st 
day of Decenilier iu each year assess uiwn each 
of said corporations or associations its just propor- 
tion of such salary. The commission shall bien- 
nially make a full report to the General Assembly 
of its piKK-eedings for tlie two-year periotl ending 
witii the 1st day of l>e<“emlK*r prec<*<ling the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly, and shall emlKKly 
therein such suggestions and ret'ommenda lions as 
it shall deem desirable. 

Sec. 3, Said cominission shall have the fiower 
to prescrilK* the rules, regulations and conditions 
under which rniiiiing rH(*es shall Ik? I'ouduoted in 
this State, and no sm-h races sliall Ik* conducted 
except by a coriK»ration or association duly ll<*ensed 
by said <?oninilKsion, as herein |»rovide<l. Any c*or- 
I»oratlou or assiwlation desirii\g lo <*»Mnluct such 
racing may annually apply lo the State Racing 
t'omniissiofi for the li»-en.se so to do. If in tlie 
.iiidgnjeut of the (HKniiiission a projier case for the 
lssuam*e of such li<*ense is shown, it may grant 
the same for a term of one year; ami eveiy such 
license shall <‘Otitain a <*ondition that all races 
or ra<*e meetings conducte<l thereunder shall Ik* 
subject to the rules, regulations and conditions 
from time to time prescril>e<l by the commiseion. 
and shall be revocable by the commission for any 
violation tliereof. or whenever the continuance of 
such license shall be deemed by the commission 
not conducive to the interests of legitimate racing. 

But If said licen.«e is refused or revoked, said 
commission shall publicly state its reasons for so 
doing, and said reasons shall l*e w'ritten in full in 
the minute book of said commission, which sliali 
af all times fie subject to inspection upon applica- 
tiou of anyone desiriug to do so; said finding of 



said commission shall be subject to the review 
of a court of competent jurisilietion; Provided, that 
a refusal of the commission to grant to any racing 
asHot'iation a license or to assign any racing asso- 
ciation at least forty days in each year if desired 
for racing at such assmdatimi, and the decision 
of siu*h commission revoking any license of any 
:isso<‘iation shall be subject to review of the courts 
of the State. 

Sec. 4. Every running race meeting at w'hich 
rat'ing shall lie iiermitteil for any stake, purse or 
reward, except aa allowed by this act, is hereby 
declare<l to Ik* a public nuisance, and every person 
acting or aiding therein shall Ik? deemed guilty of a 
misilemeanor and punished by a fine of not less 
tlian $.VH> nor more than $1,000 for each day of 
sm-h meeting or niclng; and in addition thereto, 
in a suit bronglit for the purpose by the State 
Racing Uoinmission in tlie Circuit Court of the 
<*ount.v where it may Ik* proposed to conduct such 
unauthorized racing, an injunction may be obtained 
against the same. 

Sec. 0. This act shall not apply to trotting 
meetings or races, nor shall it apply to racing 
c-ondiictefl by any State, county or other fair as- 
sociation, holding not more than one meeting 
annually, and for a pcriwl not exceeding six days 
for such meeting. 

Sec. 6. Inasmuch as there is no general law 
regulating racing iu this C<ommoDwealt|i, and it 
is desirable that one should be in operation as 
soon as possible, an emergency is hereby declared 
to exist, and this act shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage.

New Orleans. La., March 9. — Cousin Kate showed 
a fine burst of siieed in the feature race at the 
old track to<lay. Slie led Invincible and Van Ness 
a half dozen lengths as long as she was kept 
going, and won eased up by three lengths. The 
track was lumpy and slow*, but despite that she 
ran the first half in 49J. Her performance today 
tlirows a strong sidelight on the speed shown by 
the Derby candidate. Disobedient, when on his 
first out a few days ago he hung to her for the 
first quarter. w*as taken back, then came on ami 
beat her out In a six furlongs race. 

Jockey AulMichon, lost the last race on Rolla 
through carelessness. He seemed to lie winning 
easily when a sixteenth out, but let the horse loaf 
a bit. and w’hen Besterling came at him he could 
not get the colt to going soon enough and was 
beaten out a half length.

ASCOT NEEDS BETTER MANAGEMENT. 

“Tlie turf scandal at Ascot is apparently closed, 
says the San Francisco Chr(MiIcle. “Tliat such 
state of affairs was permitted to exist is a grave 
reflection upon tlie management, and it will take 
time to wiiK* out the great loss of prestige in the 
turf world. It will take a whole year of fair and 
judicious management to regain standing with the 
public. The scandal did not come as a surprise. 
Men |K>8led on turf matters knew that some such 
thing would happen. The Ascot association was 
not so situated that it could steer clear of such 
rocks as it encountered. There was lack of bar 
mony among the iieople that should have been 
working for the success of the association. Differ 
ent pe<*ple had different axes to grind. James 
WoiHllawn Brmiks, the manager and promoter of 
Ascot, was antagonistic to Judge Ilamiltou and to 
George Bose, tlie leading stockhoUler. 

There is alisolutely no doubt that the Williams 
stable was favored. Race after race appeared in 
tlie b<K)k the conditions of which favored horses in 
the Williams stable. “Boots” Durnell was said 
to have favors extended him. At any rate, Duniell 
and Williams were the leaders of the one wing 
that stooil f<M- Brooks. George Rose, the book 
maker and big stockholder, espoused the cause 
of .McCafferty, who also had a following among 
a nunilier of disgruntled owners. Rose’s interest 
in MK’affcrty was a matter of dollars. He had 
advanced tliat trainer a considerable sum of money 
to ship from New York to A.scot. Tlien, again 
McCafferty made a numlier of disastrous plunges 
in the Rose book, until he was indebted in some 
thing over $10,000. This explains an angle of the 
fight at Los .Xiigeles that will make certain mat 
ters iiK«*e easy to understand. 

**.\fter tlie exiieriemvs of tiie present season there 
will Ik* a big cleaning out at Asiid. If the game 
is to Ik* pre.served at that imint, some of the 
gamblers will have to let go some of their stock 
.\t the present time they have complete control, 
Judging by the opposition of the public and the 
press, it looks as if it would be judicious to get 
more Itxal men interested in Ascot. The present 
state of affairs cannot exist much longer. A bead 
to A.s<*ot is an absolute necessity. If there had 
lieeu any liead to the concern the Dumell-McCafferty 
Bi'andal would have lieen nipped in the bud.” 

SHOULD TRY IT OVER. 

The owners’ handicap at one mile and seventy 
yards, decided at Oaklawn Wednesday and won 
by Jack Young, cannot be said to have been 
suc<K*ss, The bad track was in a great measure 
responsible for the dLsappointment. Secretary Steb- 
bins should try it over. Tlie weights rarried by the 
four starters— ,Ta<*k Young, 103; Luhin, 110; Bar- 
baros. 90, ami Taby Tosa. KK), were found by 
averaging the allotments of the twelve owners 
who made entries. There were nineteen horses 
entered originally. Seven ac»vpt<Hl the weighti 
and three were withdrawn when the track liecame 
muddy. The owner’s allotments to the four liorse 
starting were Jack Young, 100; Lubin, 110; Bar 
baros, 100, and Taby Tosa, 100.
